The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Zech et al. (WO 
01/17483) [Zech et al. (US 6,894,144) was used as the English translation of Zech et al. (WO 
01/17483)] does not disclose the initiators listed in instant claims 15, 21, and 28-29, nor does 
Zech et al. specifically disclose the N-alkylaziridino compound with 1 N-alkylaziridino group in 
an amount of 0.4 to 25 wt% based on the total weight of the N-alkylaziridino compounds.
